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EDMONTON AGAIN ATTACKED. 


Under the semblunce of a criticism 
of the Federal Gcvernment and the 
appéinitment of the Minister of the 
interior the Toronto Saturday Night 
in a reeent issue made the following 
malicious attack upon Edmonton :— 

“The population of this consti- 
tuency is very largely made up of 

French, French Half-Breeds, Gali- 

cians and others not of the Anglo- 

Saxon trace. The greater mejority 

in fact, are those who would natur- 

ally favor separate schools — the 
schools which, under the authority 
of the Autonomy Act they will have 
established and raaintained at public 
expense, forever, This condition is 
enough to make Mr. Oliver’s elec- 
tion assured—but there are other 
reasons. Edmonton is in a very 
inenviable financial condition. The 
value of real estate is regrettably 
iow. Business is slack. The bus- 
iness men of the town are anything 
bat cheerful. They would endorse 

Almost any scheme that would ulti- 

mately boom their town. Naturally 

the farmers of the surrounding dis- 

tricts desire to see Edmonton a 

great city. (The suresst way to 

make it a great city is to have it 
made the capital of the new Pro- 
vince of Alberta. The surest Way 
to give it prestige and to increase 
its chances of becoming the per- 
manent capital is to elect the new 

Minister of the Interior when_ he 

uppeals to his constituents. Not 

only Frank Oliver, who is popular 

m his constituency, but anyone 

possessing an opportunity to give 

the town a lift, would not only b 

sure of an election, but would find 

it impossible to mect defeat. Ed- 
nonton has diso the distinction of 
being dominated by the largest 
Prench trading company in France 
AC COM PAany with several times they 
czpital of the great Hudson’s bay 
Conzpanv. This company has boasted 
that it will spend millions, if neces- 
sary, to secure control of the trade 
of that’ section of the country. 
Doubtless a part of that million 
would be available in case of need, to 
win the constituency for the Gov- 
erpnment—and win Government fa- 
vor for the company.” 


To this the Secretary of the Kad 
monton Beard of Trade replied . 
follows :- 


lo Editor, Saturday Night. Toronto. 


Sir :—My attention has been called § 


to the first paragraph in “Saturday 
Night” of April 15th, and some of the 
statements ‘therein seem to me to call 


for prompt and emphatic contradic- 
tion. fhe whole paragraph is exceed- 
ingly funny to’one conversant with 
the facts; though it is not expected 


that the humorous side will appear 


te our good friends in the east, who 
can hardly be expected to be generally 
much better informed as to local con- 
ditions here than is “Saturday Night” 
There is danger that the whole par 
agraph may be taken scriously, and 
therefor some of your mis-statements 
can hardly be allowed to pass unno- 
ticed.. With your reference to poli- 
tics, 1 have nothing to do; ba i 
would like to correct misapprehension 
on matters of business. For instance, 
I read ‘ 
‘Edmonton is im a lyery unenvi- 
iblk financial condition Tie 
value of real estate is regrettabhk 
“low.’ (Business ie siake. The bus- 
“iness men of the town are any 
“thing wut cheerful.” 


i have no idea as to the source of 
your information, but I wish ito 
state that you have been very seri- 
ously mis-informed as to the basiness 
conditions prevailing in this city. As 
I have for five years been associated 
with the besiness interests of Edmon- 
ton, and in my official capacity am in 
close tonch with the business men of 
the city, my statements in these mat- 
ters will perhaps carry some weight. 
The busimese men of the town, so far 
from. being “anything but cheerful”, 
are weil pleased with the progress 
they-are making—as they have reason 
to be—and are optimistic in the ex- 
preme as to the immediate future. So 
far from the value of real estate be- 
ing “regrettably low” it might with 
much more truth be said to be “re 
grettably High.” At least that is the 
way it appéars to parties who have 
to buy; though considering the great 
prospects ahead of Edmonton and the 
certainty of immedatie development, 
property is still probably cheap. I 
venture to say that in no town on the 
continent of America, with the popu- 
lation of Edmonten—about 8,900, ex- 
elusive of the contiguous town vi 
Strathcona—and ia vo city in eastern 
Canada of at least tpwice that popu- 
lation, does property sell at as hich 
figure as ip the city of Edmonton (o- 
day. And the figures are not boom 
prices paid by speculators on margin, 
but are prices obtained from hard- 
headed business men familiar with tix 
situation, who want the property to 
build on, most of the higher . priced 
esis being for ¢ash. To mention 
few specific instances:—Over a year 
ago, when values generally were
